Here by the auncient Charters,Cuſtomes,Franchifes,and Lt- 
berttesofthe Citty of London, confirmedby ſundrie Actes of - 
Parliament, noperſonnot being free ofthe ſatd'Citty, may oz 
ought to lell,0: put to ſale any wares 02 marthandifes within 
the ſaid Cittie 02 the Libertiesoftheſamebyretaile,o:keepe a- 
nyopeno2zinward ſhop,o:otherinwardplaceozroomfo; ſhew 
#6| ſale,o2 puttingtoſale,ofany wareso2 marchandiſes,o2 foz vſe 
ofany Arte, Trade, Occupation;myſterieoz handicraft with: 
mtheſame. And whereas alſo Edward ſometime King:ofEnglandoffamous memoze, 
thethirdofthatname, by his Charter made and grantedto the ſaide Citty inthe fifteenth 
veareofhis Raigne, confirmed alſoby Parliamentamongſtother things granted, that if 
any Cuſtomesin the ſaid Citty befoze that timeobtayned and ſed, were inanypart hard 
o2 defectiue, o2 any things tnthe ſame newlie ariſing, where remedie defozethat time was 
not o2dained, ſhould needamendinent,the Paioz and Aldermen ofthe ſaid Citty and their 
Succeſſozs, withthe aſſent ofthe Communalty ofthe ſame Citty, mightput and ozdaine 
thereunto fitremedie, asoften as it ſhould ſeeme expedient vntothem. S09 that ſuch 0z- 
dinance ſhould be pzofitable to the King foz the pzofite of Citizens andother his people re- 
pairingtothe ſaid Citty,and agreeable to reaſon. And wheras by fozce ofthe laid Cuſtoms, 
Franchiſes,and Liberties, and of the Charterlaſt afoze mentioned, confirmed asisafoze 
ſpecifiedby Parliament,the Lozd Matoz, Aldermen aud Commons of the ſaid Ciftie, did 
thetwelfth day of October in the third year of the raignof Edward ſomtime KingofEng- 
land the fourth,as a thing thought fit and conuenient fo: that time,(amongſt other things) 
agree andozdaine, that the Basketmakers, Gold-wyerdzawers,and other fozraines, con- 


trarie to the libertie of the ſaid Cittie, holdingopen ſhoppes, in diners placesoftheCittie, 
and vſing myſteries within the ſaid Citie,ſhould not from thencefozth hold ſhoppes within 


che libertie of the Cittieafozelaide, But ifthey would hold any ſhoppe, oz dwell inthe 
ſameCittie, they ſhould dwellat Blanchapleton, andthere holde ſhoppes, lo as they 
might haue ſufficient dwelling there. And where allo the LozdBatoz, Aldermen and 
Commonsofthe ſaidCittie, didafterwardes the ſixeteenthday of Pay, inthelenenteenth 


yeareofthe Raigneofourlate Sonteraign Lozdoffambusmemozy King Henry theeight, 
aSa courſe thought fit and agreeable foz that time, o2daine, eſtabliſh, and enact, that no 
manner ofperſon oz: perſons beingeſtrangefromthe Liberties of the ſaide Cittie, from 
thenceto2th ſhould holde oz keepe any open ſhoppe oz ſhoppes within the ſaide Cittie 02 
liberties ofthe lame, neither withany Latteſſesbefoze,noz yet without Latteſſe,certain 
numbers ofthe poozemenoccupyingth efeateofBotchers, Laylozs and Coblers, onelie 
except,vpon pane of impziſonment, andailocofozfeiteandtopay xi. s. to the vie of the 
Communnaltie ofthis Citty, as oftentimes as he o: they ſhoulddoe the contrarie. And 
where alſothe Lozd Maioz, Aldermen and Commons of theſame City, did after- 
ward the xx. day. of January, intheſaid xv. yeare of King Heney the eight,” (reciting 
thatwhereata common Cguncell holden the xvz. day of Pay, in the ſeauenteenth yeare 
of the raigne of King Hemy the eight, Jtwas ozdainedand enacted, thatnomanner of 
perlon oz perlons beingeſtrange fromthe Libertiesofthis Citty fromthencefozth ſhould 
holdeoz keepeany open ſhoppe 02 ſhoppes withinthis Citty oz Libertiesofthe ſame, net- 
ther with any Latteſſesbefoze, noz yet without any Latteſſe vponpain of impziſonment) 
Further, ozdaine,and eſtabliſh, thatif anyperſonoz perſons being fozraine, ſhouldholde 
and keepe open any ſhoppe oz ſhoppes as ts afozeſaid, heſhould fozfeite foz euery time ſo 
doingxl. s. tobeleuiedbydiſtreſle, to the ve of the Communaltie oftheſaide Cittie, bythe 
Chamberlaine fo2 the time being,oz other Officerofthis City,and alſo haneimpziſonment 
by the diſcretion of the Patoz and Aldermenfo2the time being. 
Now fozaſmuch as diuers andſundzy ſtrangersbozne, andlikewile Fozreinergfr omthe 
liberties of the laide Cittie, nothing regarding theſaid auncient Charters, Franchiſes, Cu- 
ſtomes, o: liberties of theſaideCittie, andactes and ozdinancesheretofoze made accozding 
totheſame, but wholie intending their pztuate pzofit, haue of late yearesdemſed and 
pzactizedby all ſiniſter andſubtilmeanes,how todefraud anddefeat the ſaid Charters,LLi- 
berties,Cuſtoms, good 02ders, andozdinances, andtothatend,donowinwardlieinpziuie 
and ſecret places,vſually and ozdinarily,ſhew,ſel,xputtoſale,their wares, & Barchandi- 
3es,and vſe Arts, Trades, Occupations, Pilteries, andHandicraftes within the ſaid Cit- 
tie and Liberties ofthe ſame, tothegreat detriment and hurt ofthe Freemenoftheſaid 
Cittie,who pay Lot and Scot,beare Offices, andvndergoeother Chargeswhich Stran- 
gers andothersnot Free arenot chargeable withalinoz willperfozme, Foz refozmation 
of which dilozders, and foz auoiding of ſach pzetudice and damage, as thereby groweth 
to the Freemen ofthe ſaid Cittie, andis mozenow oflate vſedthenwasinanytime here- 
tofoze ſuffered, andto p:outde fozthecommonpzofite andgoodof the Freemen andCittt- 
3ens ofthis Citty. Jtis therefozebythe LozdMPaiozand Aldermen and Commons in 
thiscommon Councell aſſembled, ozdained andeſtabliſhed: Thatnoperſonwhatloeuer 


not being free ofthe Cittieof London, ſhalatany tire afterthe feaſt of Saint Michactnow 
02 tndirectiydy hiny 
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tozfeit to the Chamberlaine ofthe Citie, fo2 the time being, to the vſe ofthe Paidz andCom-

fozeuery time,wheretn ſachperſonthall ſhew,ſellozput to ſale anywares oz marchandi-
